Oklahoma retained her oil leadership last year with 
'@ production that yielded $°56,000,000, but 1920 will 
| seé a new oil champion. In the first two months of 
the present year Texas has jumped.far ahead of its 
 ndightise, as well as its digtant rival, California, and 
seemingly is sure to be fn first place at the end of 
the year. 

But Oklahoma caitlook upon the passing of her 
oil premiership with considerable complacency. She 
-has a far greater source of wealth. Last year the 
farms of Oklahoma produced $2 for every oil dollar, 
the total crop value being $547,748,000. 

In its “Invoice for 1919,” published by thé Oklahoma 
State Board of Agriculture, a number of astonishing 
facts are revealed. It is difficult to grade them as 
to their importance. Chief among them, though, ts 
the proven claim that Oklahoma is no longer a one- 
crop State. Cotton is, of course, her greatest crop, 
but its value is only 36 per cent of the State’s total 
crop value. In many states the dominant. crop— 
whether cotton, corn or wheat—is equal to 50 per 
cent of the total. A failure in the leading crop where 
that proportion obtains is disastrous. The lesson of 
diversification has been learned in Oklahoma, and 
as a result the State is now rated tenth, agriculturally. 
A few vears ago she was twenty-second. , 

Another astonishing fact is that the per-acre crop 
value last year was greater than the price of the land. 
The invoice shows, too, that the 200,000 farmer fami- 
lies in the State had an average income of $3600. In’ 
sum and in detail it is pronounced by Prof. Malone of 
the Oklahoma Agricultural College the “most wonder- 
ful agricultura] record ever shown by any state.”

It was after 1 p. m. before they 
reached the scene of their labor. 
Then a fresh difficulty arose. In 
fact one shovel was forthcoming for 
every three workers, which inymedi- 
ately gave rise to long wrangles as 
to who should start shov gs. At 3 
Pp. m. ft began to grow rk and the 
commissary called off work for the 
‘rest of the day. Returning to the 
‘city, the conscripts received 68 ru- 
‘bles and three-quarters of a pound 
of bread apiece, which payment was 
in addition to regular wages they 
were drawing in factories or offices 
employing them. 

Bread having been provided for 
all who had been summoned, there 
'was a considerable surplus which 
went to the Commissary, thereby 
providing a possible explanation of 
his readiness to start out that morn- 
ing with one-fourth of his working 


forces absent. 
Engineer Seeks Pay. 

The above incident is probably an 
extreme case, but unquestionably a 
great deal of incoherence of like na- 
ture exists. I came across an even 
more characteristic example of it in 
an official report on a controversy 
between an engineer and the Depart- 
ment of Highways in the commis- 
sariat of way of communication. The 
engineer, a distinguished member of 
his profession, had been directed to 
write for a department a technical 
study on road building. He spent 
three weeks in preparing an exten- 
sive monograph which he turned in 
to the department, together with a 
bill for 6500 rubles. This moderate 
charge was approved by the techni- 
cal head of the department, but re- 
jected by the commissary. The en- 
gineer sent in a new bill for double 


that the cost of living had advanced 
100 per cent in the interval 

At the same time he remarked 
that, finding his specialist knowledge 
of so little monetary value, he had 
abandon-d his profession in favor 
of sawing wood, at which he was 
earning 1000 rubles a day. The Com- 
missary thereupon smilingly O K’d 
the bill, observing: “Tell him he Its 
wise to saw wood instead of writing 
books. Sawing wood is a mighty 
useful trade. I used to be a wood 
chopper myself.” +f 

It is this glorification of purely 
manual labor that intelligent ob- 
servers even among Bolsheviks 
themselves recognize as one of the 
weaknesses of the Soviet system. In 
one of his recent speeches Trotzky 
stressed the absurdity of placing a 
man who worked with his hands on 
a higher level than one who worked 
with his head 

“Providing both devote the best 
that is in them to the common wel- 
|\fare, they should be placed on ab- 
solutely equal footing,”’ he insisted. 

Community Work Willingly. 

For the Communists, who are pri- 
marily responsible for the demagogic 
exaltation of physical labor, there is 
this much to be said. They have 
'proved themselves without exception 
willing to perform even the "most 
menial chores if the party or Gov- 
ernment ordains it. They are 
obliged, while non-Communists are 
merely invited, to do unpaid extra 
work on Sundays and holidays. The 
Vasskresnik as this Communist ob- 
ligation is termed, consists generally 
in removing snow, loading and un- 


wood and in the case of women 
members of the party, sewing 
clothes and uniforms. 

No exposition of present-day liv- 
ing conditions in Russia is complete 
without a passing reference to rail- 
‘road “traveling. In this connection 
the first thing that leaps to one’s no- 
tice is the retention of classes by the 
soviets. One still pays more for first- 
class accommodation than for sec- 
ond and more for second than for 
third. 

The incongruity of this arrange- 
ment in a nation whose rulers are 
aiming at the extinction of social] in- 
equalities ts obvious to the Bol- 
sheviks, of course. Their explana- 
tion, based on obscure technical 
grounds, of why classes continue to 
exist on railroads does not explain 
very comprehensively. Like rents, 
classes are to be abolished and 
doubtless apon will be. : 

Passenger train service is far 
worse today, a veteran railroad man 
told me, than it was 50 years ago. 
The only line that works on any- 
thing like schedule time is that link- 
ing Petrograd and Moscow, between 
which cities there {s one express 
either way weekly and one ordinary 
train daily. The express takes 14 
to 18 hours for a trip that used to 
made in eight, other trains about 80. 

The Petrograd-Moscow line is the 
only one on which cars are heated 
and once In a while electrically light- 
ed. There are sleepers, too, though 
of somewhat rough and ready char- 
acter, but practically nobody save 
high Soviet officials can get a berth 
in them. Incidentally, the grand mo- 
guls of the Bolshevik heirachy in- 
variably travel by special train. Le- 
nine, Trotzky, Zinovieff, Kamenieff, 
Louantcharsky, and at least a dozen 
other dignitaries have specials always 
at their disposal. 

Dining cars have disappeared. One 
must take one’s food along and eat 
it cold, reinforced by tea cooked with 
hot water, obtainable at the larger 
stations en route. The cost of trav- 
eling is not excessive, the fare from 
Moscow to Petrograd being only 320 
rubles.

SHIP-BY-TRUGK 
PROCLAMATION 


Week of May 17 to Be De- 
voted to Furthering Truck 


Interests — Movement Is 


Nation-Wide. 


In co-operation with a national 
movement, Gov. Gardner last week 
issued a proclamation, declaring the 
week of May i7 to 22 as Ship-by- 
Truck week in Missouri. 

The Governors of 17 other States 
up to the present time have issued 
similar proclamations for that week. 
It is expected within the next few 
weeks that all states will officially 
designate that week to be devoted to 
the Ship-by-Truck movement. 

The Firestone organization, which 
is fathering the idea, and the Na- 
tional Truck Sales Motors Assoctia- 
tion, which has officially adopted the 
Ship-by-Truck slogan, hope that a 
Federal proclamation will be issued 
along the same lines. 

The definite p 
in St. Louis has not be@én outlined as 
yet. It is hoped, that rades and 
truck tours will be held in the vari- 
ous cities and towns of the state. 
Michigan has already arranged for 
five separate truck tours of working 
toward the capital at Lansing. 

The Governor's proclamation was 
as follows: 

Whereas, The ever-increasing 
meeds of quick transportation for 
short distances are growing con- 
stantly greater; and, 

Whereas, Thousands of tons of 
farm produce are allowed to go to 
waste because of lack of quick 
means of transportation to the 
nearest markets; and, 

Whereas, The high cost of 
living will be materially reduced 
by furnishing this convenlent mar- 
ket; and, 

Whereas, Merchandise of all 
kinds can be cheaply and expedi- 
tiously shipped to and fro by 
trucks, 

Now, therefore, I, Frederick D. 
Gardner, Governor of Missouri, do 
hereby proclaim the week  be- 
ginning Monday, May 17, 1920, as 
Ship-by-Truck Week in Missouri, 
and I hereby call upon all farm- 
ers, merchants and others inter- 
ested in transportation matters, to 
meet on designated days in their 
respective communities to consider 
the serious problems which are 
apparent in our commonwealth as 
to the transportation of produce 
and supplies.

Declaration of Peace Plans. 

The unsettled state of Senate 
opinion nevertheless showed plans of 
Republican leaders for passage of a 
decfatation of peace, and it was de- 
cided after many conferences that 
the resolution for that purpose prob- 
ubly Would not be urged before late 
next week. Previously the purpose 
had been to bring it up Monday and 
press for early action. 

In making this decision the major- 
ity managers are understood to have 
been influenced partly by undeterm- 
ined factors in the House which also 
would have to act on a peace resolu- 
tion and whose leaders balked at a 
similar proposal last December. 

Today the Senate was not in ses- 
sion, but the question of a peace) 
declaration was raised in the House 
by Representative Tinkham, Repub- 
lican, Massachusetts, who introduced 
a declaratory resolution and had it 
referred to the Foreign Relations 
Cominittee.

Counter to Plumb Plan. 


Tonight Carl Vrooman, former As- 
sistant Secretary of Agriculture, of-

Prevention of Governor 
From Entering the Race 
Said to Be the Purpose of 
Concentrated Effort. 


HAWES REGARDED AS 
LIKELY CANDIDATE 


Gardner’s Attitude Puzzle to 
Politicians, Who Expect to 
Hear Something at Joplin 
Convention.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 20.— 


Champ Clark’s definite announce- 
ment early in the week that he would 
not be a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for United States 
Senator has served to let down the 
bars for more serious discussion of 
other probable candidates. and has 
brought a concentration of effort on 
the part of the Breckinridge Long 
organization to prevent Gov. Gard- 
ner from entering the race, Long so 
far being the only announced candi- 
date. 

Immediately following Clark's an- 
nouncement W. R. Hollister, execu- 
tive secretary of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, a Missourian, and 
a leader in the Long organization, 


appeared in Missouri and has been 
in conference with Democrats in St. 
Louls and in the capital for several 
days. While Hollister has newspa- 
per interests in Jefferson City which 
afford him ample explanation for the 
purpose of his visit to the State, poli- 
ticlans about the capitol see political 
significance in it. 

Also, since the Clark announce- 
ment there has been revived a re- 
port that Harry B. Hawes, who has 
been credited with being back of re- 
cent extensive propaganda against 
the league of nations and the fight 
to. prevent women from selecting 
their own delegates to the Joplin 
convention, {is looking longingly on 
the senatorship, and it would not be 
surprising here if Hawes should seek 
the riomination on a “beer and light 
wines” platform. 


Governor’s Attitude a Pozzle. 


Gov, Gardner’s attitude is still a 
puzzle to politicians. It is difficult 
to find anybody, except the men who 
are supposed to be closest to the 
Governor, who do not believe that he 
will enter the race. These intimate 
friends, including Noah W. Simpson, 
a mrember of the Public Service 
Commission, Omar D. Gray, State 
Oil Inspector, and R. Perry Spencer, 
counsel for the Public Service Com- 
mission, say that while they are not 
authorized to speak for the Governor 
and have no first-hand information, 
they do not believe he will be a can- 
didate. Others who keep it as 
close touch with political conditions 
as they can are predicting the Gov- 
ernor will announce for Senator soo.)

An ingenious campaign is being 
conducted by the Long organization 
in an effort to sidetr ck the Gover- 
nor, the gist of it being the circula- 
tion of propaganda to create an im- 
pression that Long is t..e Wilson al- 
ministration candidate and that 
Gardner, if he becomes a candidate, 
must speedily be lined up with the 
anti-administration forces in the 
State, including the Reed organiza- 
tion in Kansas City and the anti- 
league of nations element in St. 
Louis. 

Tt is being pointed out by § the 
Long surporters that the Governor 
is indebted to the friends of Senator 
Reed’ for his selection as chairman 
of the Joplin convention, the Reed 
fight in the State Committee . on 
Charles M. Hay, wh ww at first 
slated for chairman, having been 
successful when they picked on 
Gardner as the man to defeat Hay. 

A Theory of Long’s Supporters. 

Long's affiliation with the Wilson 
administration as Third Assistant 
Secretary of State will, they hope, 
cause him to be accepted by the par- 
tisan Democrats as the administra- 
tien candidate. Their theory is that 
if he is so accepted all other candi- 
Gates must be considered anti-ad- 
ministration, a line of reasoning fre- 
quently followed but by no means 
al correct. 

It is the expectation that the Gov- 
ernor in his Joplin speech will give 
a strong indorsement of the Wilson 
administration, and it is difficult to 
understand how he could possibly be 
eonsidered an anti-administration

Chambliss, together with Emma 
Ross, a negress, and James A. (Peg 
Leg) Murphy, a negro, yesterday 
was indicted by the Cook County 
grand jury on charges of conspiracy 
to commit abduction and seduction 
and enticing a female into a house 
of prostitution. 

After his indictment Murphy 
turned State’s evidence and has been 
removed to a hotel, the identity of 
which is kept a secret The Sheriff 
has been seeking Chambliss and the 
Ross woman for 24 hours, but as yet 
has not found them. After the Weli- 
beck girl’s death, Chambliss was 
stripped of his star and police but- 
tons, but released, aS Was the Ross 
woman, on $1900 bail.

Cannefax Still 
Draws Title Pay 


Angle Champion Shows Check 
to Prove His Title Has 
Not Been Annulled. 


Robert Cannefax, holder of the 


world’s three-cushion billiard title, | 


who recently parted company with 
the “tour of champions,” conducted 
of a 
disagreement with the marmager of 
Willie Hoppe, is in 8&t. Louis cam- 
paigning militantly against the 
propaganda released here by Benja- 
min, who preceded the angle bil- 
liardists.

Cannefax explained his offer to 
play Kieckhefer for the title on the 
cushions of a rival concern.

Organized by a newspaper reporter, 30,000 tenants have curbed avaricious 
landlords and stopped evictions, despite zealous constables and efforts 
to shut off water supply in homes —Minialure though bloodless warfare 


with viclory for the renters -0- 
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HEY haven't raised the rents in Phila- 
delphia—-much. Not that they haven't 
tried. The avaricious landlord is found 
in all sections, and in the last vear or so 
he has flourished amazingly except in. 
Philadelphia. 

All of which is due to Mr. 


Joseph FE. 
Moiony. 

Mr. Molony is a thin and rather nervous little man, 
not far the pleasant side of 40. He is neither bulky 
nor official nor terrible. He wears no special badge 
vi might or courage. Neither has birth favored him 
with fortune nor life with high estate. He is simpl; 
the police reporter of the Philadelphia Press, ‘‘and 2 
durn good police reporter,” one of his colleagues as- 
sured me. He is a proud member of the great, silent 
middie class, marriet> settled, satisfied to mind his 
own business, convinced that this is a good world if 
not disturbed too much by its own evil spirits. He 
in. as the world goes, a good citizen. 

Nevertheless, Molony has achieved greatness. No 
doubt he will deny the disconcerting charge. But 
2.000 Philadelphia families will support me in the 
estimate. And perhaps | can demonstrate to vou the 
essentials of greatness in him. 

Joseph E. Molony is president of the Tenants’ Pro 
tective Association. This lodge of rent payers has “%\.. 
000 families as members in Philadelphia and 10,000 in 
West Philadelphia, where Motony resides and where 
he founded the order. He and his associates have de- 
feated the landlords in every attempt to put undue 
strains on the purses of tenants in the town of William 
Penn. Molony and his followers have forced Con- 
stables to cease evicting for nonpayment. They have 
dared the Sheriff to make forcible entry and caused 
that official to stand inactive. They have held up the 
rents of every profiteering landlord on their lists and 
forced hundreds of owners to terms. They have put 
ab end to the evictions of the poor. They have stopped 
conscienceless speculation in dwelling houses. They 
have utterly beaten the profiteers. 

It is no éxaggeration to say that Molony and his 
band are slowly attracting the attention of the entire 
Kast. Assoviations in imitation of the original Philadel- 
phia body are springing up in many sections. The 
rights of tenants are becoming a political issue in 
many parts of this complaisant land. In Philadelphia 
the tenants have driven their point so far that no one 
in the city who is willing to pay $1 for protection need 
have his rent increased. 

One evening more than a year ago Joe Molons went 
home from the reporters’ room in the city hall and 
found a uolice of rental increase. The landlord wanted 
$28 per month instead of $18. 

The Molonys Hved and continue to live in West Phil- 
adelphia, in one of those endless two-story individual 
houses which number more than 350,000 in the city and 
of which more than 250,000 are rented. Usually stch 
houses consist of six rooms and bath. Whoever has 
been in the Pennsylvania metropolis must remember 
them, row on row, block on block, mile on mile of 
them, unlovely, stark, narrow-—little better in any way 
than a New York flat and little cheaper than in our 
pre-war days, fuel and labor being considered. ‘These 
ubiquitous houses called forth the rather cynical de- 
nomination City of Homes, under which Philadelphia 
struggles to this day. In the days before the war 
boosts started these houses brought from $16 to $30 a 
month, depending on size and location. As said, the 
Molony rent was boosted about 60 per cent in one leap. 

The Press police reporter and his wife discussed the 
matter at dinner. As soon as the meal was over Mo- 
lony put on his coat and went out into the night. He 
pulled the bells at nine different houses in nine sepa- 
rated localities and foundethat similar boosts had 
been levied in each house. He invited the nine men to 
his home to talk business. They met the following 
night and the Tenants’ Protective Association was 
formed then and there, each man paying a doliar. 

The first stipulation was that there were to be no 
assessments after the payment of the initial dollar, 
and no paid officers. . Ten thousand circulars were im- 
mediately printed, the association going into debt for 
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them.

They called a mass meeting for the fol- 
At this meeting the 
membership went up te 60. 

Each of these members was now made an organizer 
in his own district. Tens of thousands of further cir- 
culars were printed and distributed by volunteer work- 
ers. The newspapers carried yards of. notices about 
the activities of the rebellious tenants. More and 
more members paid their dollars and took up the work. 
Proselyting went on at a furious pace. In a little while 
West Philadelphia was fairly well organized. The 
movement had begun in the right place. 

In West Philadelphia, which is not a separate com- 
hiunity, but merely a section of the city, are most of 
the great industrial plants of Philadelphia. In this 
region reside the workers at Hog Island, the great 
Westinghouse works, the various shipyards and the big 
Delawure River plants—the lower middle with 
some sprinkling of the upper. 

The tenants soon found that the houses in which thes 
lived were owned in great blocks by individual land-

lords. A typical block of the section contains 60 such 
houses, all generally owned by the same man, usually 
a speculator. One man has been found and brought to 
book who owns 500 of the dwellings. These men took 
acvantage of a Government-sponsored movement. [It 
will be remembered that Secretary of Labor Wilson 
launched a “buy-your-home”™ drive while the war was 
still on, the idea being backed by patriotic and thrifty 
motives. The people went to buy and found that the 
speculators had anticipated them and snapped up 
everything in sight. The speculators adopted the pol- 
icy of rent boosting for the double purpose of forcing 
sales at exorbitant prices or mulcting, through rents, 
those who could or would not buy. Two thougbts with 
but a single end. 

This community ownership plaved into the hands 
of the tenants, for when they came upon one of these 
singly owned blocks they signed up every tenant in it, 
converted it into a fort and held it, 60 tenants against 
one speculator. They did the same thing with apart- 
ment houses. Soon West Philadelphia, as vou passed 
along the residential streets, was a static procession of 
the white cards of the tenants’ association. Every win- 
dow held one, a glaring notice to rent boosters. 

Next the tenants went after the newspapers. Their 
unpaid publicity agents got the editors to print extend 
ed stories of every pitiful eviction case that happened 
in, the town. The harrowing details were not omitted 
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and the name of the landlord, not the agent, printed 


in full, with his address and business. That ca:iacd 
some running to cover. 

Again, the tenants notified the constabulary force of 
the city that strict compliance with the Jaw would 
be demanded and compelled. A Constable is not per- 
mitted, under the Pennsylvania law, to make a forcible 
entry for the purpose of eviction. If the tenant refused 
to admit him, he must not foree his way or raise any 
window or otherwise trench upon the thule of burglary. 
Of course, the Constables had always been breaking 
the law to please the landlords, who paid for such 
peccabilities. But now the tenants threatened the 
arrest and criminal prosecution of all such Constables. 
More than that, they took advantage of the fact that all 
Constables are bonded in $10,000 and threatened to sue 
these officers on their bonds. 

The Constables went out of the eviction business 
ulter five of their number and eight landlords had been 
arrested, charged with forcible entry and maltreating 
tenants. 

There remained the Sheriff. This officer is empow- 
ered with forcible entry rights if a court order of evic- 
tion be issued. The courts naturally issued such 
decree on the solicitation of the badgered landlords 
and the Deputy Sheriffs went out to execute them. 
but three days’ notice is required bs law, as in New 
York. In those three days the tenants’ association 
drummed up a defense. 

When the Deputy Sheriffs went into a block, confi- 
dently expecting to throw the balky family into the 
street, to earn their fees and to put an end to this 
preposterous bloodless revolution of the tenants, what 
a sight greeted their eyes! 

The block was packed from one end te the other 
with tenants—-a thousand of them; mostly women 
Among them moved the pickets of the association, 
counseling them to remain silent, to make no move, to 
attempt no physical demonstration, to utter no cry. 
There they stood like statues, the whole thousand, 
arms folded, eyes serious, silently protesting. The 
Deputy Sheriffs took a good look through this crowd 
and decided that the climate at the office of the Lord 
High Sheriff was far more conducive to longevity. 

The Sheriff was ordered out only once. The next 
time he refused to go. The dictum of the court lay 
on his desk, with none to do it reverence—or at least 
no officer willing to execute it. The Sheriff explained 
that owing to the weather and the juxtaposition of 
Vars and Uranus, it was deemed better to leave these 
evictions to the melancholy hands of time. 

Since then there have been no evictions in Phila- 
delphia, but the Tenants’ Protective Association has 
spread all over town, The landlords or the speculators 
are wild and by that token baffled. 


But the struggle is going on without abatement. The 
thine is that the tenants have the upper hand--on the 
theory that possession is nine points always. Thess 
have possession not only of the houses but the rents. 
The landlords have refused to accept the proffered 
money, so the tenants have collected all rents through 
their local associations, deposited the money in banks 
and proceeded to hold it till the owners listen to 
reason. They have offered the landlords reasonable 
ircreases, based on greater taxation, actual increase 
in outlay for repairs, ete. They have also offered to 
guarantee a net return of 6 per cent on actual in- 
vestment. The landlords have spurned these various 
compromise measures and are fighting stubbornly. 

First they turned off the water in the streets, know- 
ing that without water there must soon be evacuation 
The tenants’ association enlisted all the plumbers in 
the order. who turned the water on again free of 
charge. Next the lanalords turned the water off and 
poured plaster of paris down the holes. This hardened 
so that the streets had to be dug up to put the water 
on again.

In 1869 the Waggoners drove their first herd into 
the Little Wichita country and kept it through the 
In the spring Tom and “some of the other 
boys” drove the herd to Kansas City and came home 
With $55,000.

They bought steers with it at $8 and $13.50 a head 
and sold them the following spring for $30 a head. 

“And then | did have some money,” be said, with 
more pride ‘than he ever evinced when talking about 
his ever-towering millions made in oil. 

Oklahoma and Indian Territory began to lure the 
wandering -owman and he herded all his cattle and 
drove them into the Kiowa, Comanche, Apache coun- 
try. Against strenuous odds, he fought to remain on a 
Claim comprising 650,000 acres. 

“We didn't have no right to that land; we was just 
intruders,” he said, after a pause in his narrative. 
“It belonged to the Indians and the Government finally 
opened it up for actual settlement and we had to 
skidoo back across the Red River into Texas. But 
them was hot days when we held that land. It cost 
us a lot of grub to hold that land. The Indian agency 
made us fence every foot of it. We gave the Indians 
beef and stood in with the Marshals by giving them 
beef, tobacco and whisky and playing poker with them. 
There was always a white Marshal for every branch of 
Indians.”’ 

Eventually the Texas intrucers ieasea the land from 
the Indians. Their greatest trouble was with the 
Kiowas, who fought to the bitter end against leasing 
land to the “palefaces.”” The white men held councils 
with the Indians and numerous were the powwows 
held over the proposed lease. When it was finally 
vgreed to, the Indians demanded currency, gold and 
silver in payment. 

“Me and Capt. S. B. Burnett usually took the money 
up to the agency, where we turned it over to Chief 
Quanah Parker. It was always necessary to take 
along four or five cowboys to look at alk the creek 
crossings to make sure there was nobody there to 
waylay us.

NIP” portraits, which are nothing more then the silhouettes which were popular a 
century ago, have been enjoying a vogue iv the Kast in recent months, and on thie 
page are shown “snips” of some St. Louisans prominent in social and civie affairs. 

Like many other fads and fashions of a b: <one age, silhouettes are being revived 
under a new name. They are clipped out of black paper with scissors, which ex- 
plains the name “snips.” 

While they are hardly likely to attain a high place in the artistic sphere, never- 
theless some “snippers” have attained a proficiency and accuracy in this line which approaches 
art. One of the best known of these is Jim Pleasants, who makes “snips” of all comers on 
the board walk at Atlantic City, and he bas been engaged to practice his profession at 
the board walk show which opens at the Coliseum April ». ; 

The procedure is to pose the subject before the easel, and make a quick profile sheteh, then 
deftly to clip out the aketch, paste it on a card and poses it over to the eanbiert, It reeguires only 
n few minutes.

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Swept Over Palestine in the War 


In the early days of June a few scattered locusta of a 
decided red color were seen abou! the tree tops. Some 
supposed them to be a kind of grasshopper, for they 
were so different in color from the fliera that firet 
cume and laid their eggs that it was difficult to detect 
in them the resemblance to the parents. A few days 
later the air was filled with quantities of these new fly- 
ing locusts with the thin transparent wings, producing 
the effect’of a large-flakhed snowstorm. It was at first 
hard to realize that these had not, as most supposed, 
fiown in from elsewhere, but right under our eves had 
been transformed from the small creeping locusts, mil- 
lions of which we had destroyed. 


Up to this time the olive orchards had suffered 
comparatively little The creeping locusts had not 
seemed to care for the tough, bitter leaves. But now 


that these ravenously hungry, freshly-molted fliers ap- 
peared, food had already become scarcer, obliging the 
crawlers to seek the heretofore despised olive, creeping 
uy the trunks layers deep. 

Towards evening they settled for the night by myri 
ads upon the olive trees, almost covering them and 
transforming the dark green foliage into a distinctive 
red appearance. At once they attacked the small ber- 
ries, which fell to the ground like hail, and as the fliers 
wrought destruction above, the crawlers devoured what 
fell below. Hetween the two they stripped every leaf, 
berry, and even the tender bark, leaving only, where 
such existed, the green tufts of the poisonous wm intletoe, 

Likewise, every variety of tree was attacked and 
stripped, with the sole exception of the Persian lilac 
and the oleander bushes. The succulent cactus they 
seemed very fond of, but instead of commencing on 
the edge of the large leaves, they ate away layer after 
luyer over the whole surface, giving the leaves the ef- 
fect of having been jackplaned. Even on tiiv scarce

The devastation was coniplete. All vegetables and 
fruits disappeared as by magic. Olives and olive vil 
were almost unobtainable.

Lochsts are not, however, without their own enemies 
provided by nature. Large flocks of storks flew part 
Jernsalem during the early days when the adulta ar- 
rived and after the larvae were hatched, consuminu 
abnormal quantities, for which reason the vatives have 
taiways viven ‘Abo Saad” a warn 


The male and female locusts are readily distine 
guished, for the males are by far the handsomer. Kach 
female, loaded with eggs, seeks a place to depualt them, 
and with her ovipostors can sink a hole four inches 
deep in the hard, compact soil. The exes, averaging 
about 109, are deposited, not haphazard, but neatly 
arrang:d in a‘long, cylindrical masa. [ft te eatimated 
that av many as 66,000 to 76,000 locust eggs are «on- 
centreted In a aquare meter (three and one-fourth feet) 
of soil. Allowing for a loss of 30 per cent In hatching, 
some 68,000 loensta can emerge from a space of 39 
inches square. 


When fireat hatched they were quite black and re- 
sembled large ants, having no sign of wings; but, as 
they developed, they cast their little outer skins. Thus 
they pass through several moults, of which, however, 
but three stages are plainty distinguishable-—the larva, 
or wingless stage: the pupa, with small wings (or, 
properly, wing sacs des loping), and the full-fledged 
fiying locusts. 
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IKE a biblical plague was the ter- 
rible visitation of locusts which. 
during the spring and summer 
of 1915, ravaged every green 

thing in Palestine “fram Dan to Beer 
sheba,” and wmilitated  seriousty, 
through the resulting shortage of food 
and fodder, against Turkish military 
operations on the Egyptian and Meso- 
potamian fronts. It will be remem- 
bered that during this period the Turks suffered grave 
reverses at the hands of both the British and the 
Russians. 

A vivid cyvewitness description of the plague has 
now been provided by John D. Whiting, American 
Consul at Jerusalem. He tetls how the clangor of bil- 
lions of tiny wings descended from the sky before the 
swarms Of locusts came in sight, and how the dense 
clouds of insects darkened the sun, how the roads 
were 86 thronged with locusts that horses'could scarce- 
ly kecp their footing, and how trains were halted for 
hours. Consul Whiting's fascinating article is aiven

American Consul at Jerusalem. , 
6 EAR ye this, ye elders, and give 
ear, ali ye inbabitants of the land— 
hath this ever bappened in your 


days” Or in the days of your fa- 
thers” Coencerning it to your chil- 
dren’ tell ye the siory-—-and your 


childrén to their children, and their 
children to the generation following: That which was 
left by the creeping Jecust hatb the swarming locust 
eaten. And that which was left by the swarming 
locust Lath the grass locust eaten. And that which 
\was left by the grass locust hath the corn locust eaten. 
Awat-e and weep and how! tor a 
nation huth come up over my land, bold and without 
number,” 

Thus the prophet Jeel begins his description of a lo- 
cust plagne; and, baving witnessed the terrible de- 
struction to crops and fields wreught by these in- 
sets in this historie land, one marveis bow this an- 
cient writer could Bave given so graphic and trne a 
description of a devastation caused by locusts in so 
‘ondensed u form. ‘the modern plague referred to o-- 
eurred in the syring and semmer of 1915, when Pules- 
tine was closed to the outside world by the war. 

That the locusts helped the allied cause there is no 
denying. They ravaged the country from the borders 
o. Egypt to the Taurus Mountains, and were a source 
ot anxiety for many months ®oth to the Turkish 
authorities and the native population. ‘They consumed 
every green thing, which meant a serious shortage of 
icod and fodder, greatly militating ugainst the move- 
ment of the Turkish ferces on both the Mevptian and 
Mesopotamian fronts. 

it was towards the end of February that one of our 
nacurbers returned from the picturesque Ain Fara 
Giorze. & few miles east of Jerusalem, with word that 
swarms ot lecusts had flewn overbead in su h thick 
clouds as to obscure the sun for the thme being. He- 
fore they were seen, a Teud noise produced by the 
flapping of myriads ef wings was heard. 

{immediately afterwards rumors poured in from és 
Salt and Bethlehem thet similar swarms had also 
visited them. 

At Bethiehem, miflions were brought te the earth 
by heavy showers. They were gathered by the poorer 
Hethlehemites, many of whom ate them roasted, de- 
scribing the taste as delicions, especially the females 
full of éges. ‘the main reason, however, for collecting 
them Was to secure the smali bonus offered by the local 
Government. Thus tone were destroyed, being buried 
alive till several ancient cisterns were filled, while in 
surrounding villages each family was required to pro- 
dvce a stipulated weight. Likewise in Jaffa they were 
destroyed bry being thres sa inte the Mediterranean, and

when washed ashore dead, and dried on the beach, 
were collected and used as fuel in the public Turkish 
baths and ovens. _ | 

Several days later the locusts were first seen in Je- 
rusalem. Attention was drawn to them by the sudden 
darkening of the bright sunshine. At times their ele- 
vation was in the hundreds of feet; at other times they 
came down quite low, detached members alighting. 
The clouds of them were so dense as to appear quite 
black. 

At once these numberless bosts began to prepare 
for the destruction that was to follow. To be the first 
te set a good example, the voung men of the American 
colony at once set out upon the werk of collecting, for 
so steeped are the natives in fatalism (Allah had sent 
the “jarad’’--locusts—-and they are helpless to fight 
them), that, unless forced or sbown how. few would 
turn a finger in self-defense. 

A few words of our personal experience in fighting 
the locusts may not be amiss. At first, having already 
marched a considerable distan'e from the place of 
batching, they were found in endless columns. It was 
now easy to entrap them. In their path would be sunk 
a bottomless box, with the inside lined With shining 
tin up which the locusts cannot crawl, while on each 
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The locust just before he is ready to begin 
business. The insect shown here has /ately 
emerged from his shell. The wings are wet 
and folded up. As they dry the insect uses 
his long legs to smooth them out—and then 


the fight begins. 


side a wing was previded, similarly prepared with a 
smooth metal face, with the ebject of directing them 
into the box. & 

The fighters now make two long lines, onc on each 
side of the trap. Te noise and racket the locusts 
seemed only to turn a deaf ear, but a large flag —the 
dar er the better —with which to cast a deep shadow 
or the ground, preved te be the most fermidable weap- 
en oue could employ to make them move in the desired 
direction. In fact, countiess numbers could thus be 
guided and held in check if one but anticipated the 
gcneral direction they wished te ge New and then 
the trap would have te be emptied, or, if the place was 
to be abandoned in faver ef a better pesition, t was 
easy, when the bottomless bex war almost full, te raise 
it out of the greund, leaving the lecusts bebind in the 
hole, and then hurriedly te bury the contenta. 

It was found by actual teste thet «hen thus b: ried 
in great masses they quickly died. As the evening ad- 
vanced they became sluggieh and hard te move, and 
would craw! nader individual stones er into small piles 
of rock: but by the morning again instinct would 
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have rejoined them into bands mov- 
ing together on their campaign of de 
struction. Thus it was unnecessary te 
fight them in the late evening or early 
morning. 

Towards the end of their pupa stage 
their columns became shorter and less 
constant, and it Was more troublesome 

-0- to trap them, as they had grown large 
and wary. Often they would become 
alarmed and, turning tail, escape in 

all directions. 

One evening while trapping them on the upper side 
oi the hill, it was found jest in time than an immense 
number were about to enter the property being pro- 
tected from the opposite side. At once all efforts were 
turned in this direction. The trap was sunk into the 
lower edge of the field toward which they were making. 
Rut no sooner had it been set in place tion it was seen 
that meanwhile they had changed their course, and, 
nv iwithstanding the laborious task involved, the trap 
hud to be changed, during which time it was “nip and 
trek” to keep them from escaping. 

Once, however, they made in the right direction, 
they jumped, buudreds at a time, into the trap. The 
evening hours were now upon tse; the locusts, weary 
from being driven and benumbed froin the  copi 
breeszes, seemed to ucar the trap exhausted. To factili- 
late matters, with spude and ra‘e, they were scraped 
iuto the trap, new -onstantiy being emptied. Thus in 
aout ap bour’s time four large sac « full were caught 
and destro;ed, each covtatning, by actual count and 
veight, vo leas than 100,000 of these insects. Many 
escaped and made for a searby thurny patch, on which 
were now piled dry siic’s and thisties, which, when 
set afire, burmed alive many theausands more. -The 
above is but an xuverage example. showing how and in 
what guantities the, were -aught. 

To overcome the difficulty of the labor and time re- 
qvired in shifisng the sun em trap, Yantee ingenuity 
again came to the reaeue. Aw old box, tin-lnmed, wax 
sci en tep of the cround with ap inclined plane teading 
w to it.
